Foreword 


There is a city in Egypt, a metropolis of over a million people, which in its antiquity 
and hugeness of size is at once an outpost of a new civilization and the center of an old, 
But out of this old city have come emperors and Pharoahs, men and leaders of men, among 
a people who shaped and moulded the future of their world and ruled over much of it at 
one time; a people producing a band of seamen who piloted their galley through the Gates 
of Hercules and halfway down the coast of Africa centuries before the Christian era! 

So we like to think sometimes of Engineering; with a glorious present and future, but 
with a past immense almost beyond comprehension. It was not far from that city at the 
head of the Nile Delta and in a time not remote from its founding that the life story of 
engineering began. Southward along the river are found the mighty Pyramids and Sphinx, 
huge obelisks quarried in single shafts of stone, statues sixty feet high hewn on the face of 
cliffs, and crypts and temples cut within. 

Passing down through the sweep of years we see the traces of the great Babylonian 
towers and arches of brick, and then—Greece! Here was a people who built the most 
beautiful structures in the history of time, a people so skilled in engineering that they 
constructed curves to counteract optical illusions that wou'd have made a straight line 


appear as bent! 
Then came the Romans with their roads, their aqueducts, their own temples, their Forum. 


their Colosseum, unique in its grandeur and immensity. Afterward, in the Middle Ages, 
there began to arise the massive towers and battlements of those splendid old feudal castles. 
Later, when the cities were appearing, we know of the Gothic cathedrals, with reinforcing 
abutments that there might be the heavy roofs and the beautiful stained glass windows, with 
gargoyles outside that there might be a more whole-souled religious atmosphere inside, 

Such has been the past of Engineering. It is a life story as old as the history of 
mankind and fully as varied and absorbing. Through it all has run, like a connecting and 
unifying force, the spirit of classic beauty. In its works have been embodied the soul, 
the dreams, the ideal of the aesthetic gropings of the nations of the earth. Up to the present 
it has meant in a large measure the medium through which loveliness was grasped and 
held for its own sake. 

Then in the last hundred years a fundamental change spread over the globe. The great 
Industrial Age had its birth and beginning. The factory overshadowed the temple. Engi- 
neering was called to the task of building up the commercial system of a planet. Wars 
burst forth and smoldered out, leaving each time a larger proportion of an already distorted 
world drooping and diseased in heart, apparently seeking ugliness as it might a false god. 

Now, however, we stand in the dawn of a new period. A stupendous drama among: 
the clouds becomes apparent as the light grows clearer. Shadows recede. The great science, 
which for thousands of years has formed in beauty the finer things of its peoples, is making 
another conquest. The every-day, the matter-of-fact, the common and useful are becoming 
lovely, too. No one can deny the charm of a skyscraper and its grandeur. A much- 
traveled bridge which cannot be constructed of classic marble may nevertheless be breath- 
taking in its grace. Tunnels, canals. dams, ships, and even factories, are growing less and 
less hideous. Symmetry is not at all an impossible luxury. And the less material things 
are rising more slender and more spiritual. Gothic cathedrals are going up once more, and 
monuments are graceful again. 

Jt is our world which Engineering is building, our inheritance from the past, and the 
fulfillment of our dreams for the future. It is rather as a personal tribute, then, than as a 
mere expression of gratitude that we of the Class of 1929 offer our book, The Brecky, in 
dedication to Engineering and the man who is a leader of Engineers as well as of his fellow- 


men, Herbert Hoover.

From orphan boy in the Quaker village of West Branch, Towa, to 
humanity’s international diplomat. From the village smithy to the development of

In the suceeding twenty years, first as mine laborer, 
then as mine manager and operator, in all the deserted places of the world where mineral 


wealth is found, he made for himself a unique reputation and a comfortable fortune. His 
¢ are standard textbooks in colleges today. To his 


books and monographs on engineering ‘ollege ie 
added proven ability in organizing and 


admitted technical proficiency as an engineer he ver i 
financing, and became identified eventually with a group of mining financiers and operators 


with offices in New York, London, Holland, and elsewhere. This group was engaged in 
mining and metallurgical enterprises in almost every quarter of the globe. 

From California he went to West Australia, and thence to China, where he was engaged 
in the development of coal and iron deposits when the Boxer rebellion cooped him up with 
other foreigners in Peking. In that city he underwent the siege of 1900. Before the allied 
troops relieved the legation prisoners, he had organized his food relief for Chinese and 
other refugees. Later he built a port in China for the owners of the mining properties. 
Thereafter he initiated and directed mining and metallurgical enterprises, most of which 
were successful, in Burma, Russia, Alaska and Mexico. It was estimated that 175,000 men 
were employed by corporations of which he was acting as executive in 1913. 

Keeping up his connection with scholastic and research activities all during these years 
he found time to translate, with the collaboration of his wife, “De Res Metallica,” a Latin 
work which is the earliest known treatise on mining. 

Before he was forty Hoover had explored the interior of China for metals, penetrating 
to places that had never seen a white face before. He had been wrecked on the China 
coast. He had served a machine gun at the siege of Tientsin. He had suppressed riots 
in the abortive first Russian revolution. He had incurred the wrath of a German strafing 
party. He had trakked the veldt of South Africa. ridden the bush of Australia, traveled 
by droshky over the steppes of Siberia 

In Asia-Minor he had investigated the old jewel mines of the Pharaohs. The old

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The Farewell Chapel in Honor of Hon. Sao-Ke Alfred Sze

e high school career. Years hence those who are now juniors and seniors 


on the “peak of the hill” will remember with the greatest pride the chapel, given on 
February 20, as Central High School’s farewell to the Honorable Sao-Ke Alfred Sze, a 
graduate of the class of 1897, on the eve of his departure to Great Britain as the Minister 
from China. 
The memory of this chapel will not fade soon, for the fame of Dr. Sze was long ago 
established in Central’s hallowed traditions, and no list of his many important diplomatic 
achievements or illustrious honors was needed to introduce this famous graduate of Cen- 


tral High to the present student body. The fact that he has served seven years both in 
Great Britain and the United States as Envoy E. 


xtraordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary 


from China is the highest proof of his excellent character and ability as an international 
statesman. 


Therefore, it was with unusual eagerness that the students responded to the summons 
for chapel, Dr. and Madame Sze were seated near the center of the stage surrounded 
by may Classmates and friends. The auditorium was wrapped in a profound silence as 
Mr. Alvin W. Miller, the principal, opened the chapel. Later, while listening to the tributes 
given by Dr. Sze's classmate, Miss Mildred Dean, Mr. Robert Maurer, and Mr. Randolph 
Shaw, the audience was often moved to sympathetic laughter and applause. Dr. Sze him- 


self smiled broadly many times during the chapel and listened attentively to every word. 


These tributes were followed by an appreciation of the Morgan Memorial Room, which 
was presented by Dr. Sze several years ago in memory of Miss M. Ella Morgan, one of his 
teachers of old Central. Honorary membership in the Central Chapter of the National 
Honor Society was conferred upon Dr. Sze by Marion Myers, the president, and Madame 
Sze was presented with a beautiful basket of flowers. The graciousness of Madame Sze 
and the friendliness of Dr. Sze won the hearts of the students. With sincere enthusiasm 
the students arose to pay their tribute in a verse especially written to the tune of “Tenax 
Propositi,” which seemed to expressed their sentiments most aptly in these lines: 


“As you depart from us today,

Sis This promising attitude was, in fact, so noticeable that we were given a “write 
up” in the “Bulletin.” This article listed the various activities towards which we rookies 


y ingly leaning. The Cadet Corps, as always, was the main attraction for the boys. 
Rete terneon eae plan was then being used, freshmen were not qualified for foot- 
ball, basketball, and other sports of this kind. The Cadet ranks pointed a beckoning finger 
at those first-year boys who had a burning desire to do something for “the honor of the

Track for boys came second in popularity, and those not drilling in the rank and file 
were to be found trying their prowess at track feats. ; as 

The same clarion call summoned the girls to basketball and tennis and within a few 
months the freshman class was well on the road to being actually a part of the great student 
body. During this same year the “Goops,” those obnoxious students who threw their 
luncheon trash hither and yon, once more came into existence. We hope no one thinks 
that the freshman had anything to do with them! Horrors, no! But they had a great deal 
to do with the campaign against those “Goops.” § 

In February, 1926, came the students from the Junior Highs to swell our ranks of 
sophomores. With the addition of these pupils we were no longer meek, downtrodden 
freshmen, but a formidable army of sophomores. Central with our help carried off several 
important honors, one of which was the annual competitive drill. In this drill the Central 
cadets made a clean sweep, taking all places except one. The Rabbit's Foot Club was 
organized in 1926. What, I ask you, would our Spring Plays, our Fall Revues, any of 
our dramatics be without the help of this club in making up the actors in these remarkable 
school productions? In this club was learned the complete art of cosmetics. 

We youngsters grew and advanced in classes as well as in years, as everyone must do 
eventually, until we came into our seniority, looked up to, and admired (we hope) by the 
rest of the school. Behind us in the past years were victories of our cadets, of our girls 
in rifle matches, of our football and other teams; the introduction of new systems, one of 
which was the organization of a girls’ hockey team and another, the abolition of afternoon 
sessions so abhorred by the lower classes. The girls of this class were among the first 
hockey enthusiasts, and it was through their soliciting that hockey became a major sport. A 
lacrosse team was organized, and the first lacrosse game ever to be played in the nation’s 
capital was between the Central team and that of Marston High School from Baltimore. 

Another important change (besides the changing of the boys’ voices) was the installa- 
tion of a new assistant principal, Mr. L. G. Hoover, formerly our biology teacher, who 
took the place of Mr. Norman J. Nelson who went to Harvard. Mr, Nelson was a 
favorite with the student body and it required a good man to take his place in our hearts. 
However, we feel that Mr. Hoover is following his predecessor’s footsteps in that respect, 
and, though we mourned the loss of a good fellow and sport in Mr. Nelson, we recognize 
in Mr. Hoover a kindred spirit and have welcomed him as such. 

Oh yes, you asked me to mention the names of some of the graduates whom you 
might know. Do you by any chance remember that little blonde girl Reba Stewart who 
always took sardonic parts so well? She and Jack Baltz, Edward Ott, and Pauline 
Scanlan took quite active parts in the “Fall Revue.” (Pauline, you know, lived in the
